Administrative Fees;

o To clariff in Section 110.422.25, Water Facilities, the procedures to offer
for dedication and to operate water delivery facilities; and

o To update the Article with the current Community Services Department
organization language and remove references to the Departrnent of Water
Resources, Utility Services Division.
Recommendations include other matters properly relating thereto.
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And, if supported, set the public hearing for second reading and possible
adoption of the Ordinance for October27,2015.

SI,MMARY

Introduction and first reading of an ordinance amending Washoe County Code, Chapter 110,
Development Code, at Article'422, Water and Sewer Resource Requirements, to reflect the
transfer of water utility functions from Washoe County to the Truckee Meadows Water
Authority (TMWA), including dedication of fees, water rights, and facilities in connection with
development projects in the affected areas. Set the public hearing for second reading and
possible adoption of the ordinance for October 27 ,2015, at 3:00 p.m.

Washoe County Strategic Objective supported by this item: Stewardship of our community.

PREYIOUS BOARD ACTION

The Washoe County Planning Commission re-initiated DCA 14-012, changes to Article 422,
Water and Sewer Resource Requirements, and Article 706, Southeast Truckee Meadows
specific P lan Impact fe es, on August 4, 2015 by Resolution Number 1 5- I 1 .

The Washoe County Planning Commission recommended approval of DCA 14-012 on
September l, 2015 by Resolution Number 1 5- 1 7(see Attachment A).

BACKGROT'ND

The current version of Article 422 makes reference to Washoe County Department of Water
Resources, which is no longer in existence and is now a part of Washoe County Community
Services Department. Furthermore, the current Article 422 identifies Washoe County
Deparbnent of Water Resources as a water purveyor within most of unincorporated Washoe
County, which is no longer true due to the transfer of water utility functions from Washoe
County to TMWA; and to repeal Washoe County Code 110.706.10, Southeast Truckee
Meadows Specific Plan Impact fees in its entirety as this geographical arca is now annexed to
the City of Reno and as such is not subject to provisions of Washoe County Code. The
proposed code amendment to Article 422 is as a result of the transfer of water utility functions
of Washoe County to the Truckee Meadows Water Authority (TMWA).

Finally, the proposed amendments will update article 422 to reflect the current organization of
the Community Services Department and eliminate all references to Washoe County
Department of Water Resources and Utility Services Division.

The following outlines the specific changes proposed within each Development Code section
which is part of DCA 14-012.

1. Washoe County Code 110.706.10, Southeast Truckee Meadows Specific Plan Impact
fees is proposed to be repealed in its entirety, because this geographical area is now
annexed to the City of Reno and as such is not subject to Washoe County Code.

2. Section 110.422.10 is to be deleted in its entirety, as procedures and requirements for
water rights dedications are incorporated into other sections of Article 422.
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3. Section 110.42230 is to be deleted in its entirety, as contracts for water rights and water
facilities dedications were never before exercised or accepted even though they were
allowed by code.

4. Section 110.422.03 is added to provide definitions necessary to the understanding of the
new code.

5. Section 110.422.00 is amended to better define the purpose of the new code.
6. Section 110.422.01 is amended to exempt TMWA service area, and General

Improvement District (GID) water and sanitary sewer service area, in addition to the
Lake Tahoe Hydrographic Basin from the provisions of the Article 422.

7. Section 110.422.05 is amended to eliminate the current exemption provided to newly
created residential parcels larger than 40 acres in size from water rights relinquishment
process, and to eliminate reference to existing single family parcels, which are
automatically exempt from any water rights dedication prior to approval of any building
permits.

8. Section 110.422.15 is amended to require compliance with TMWA water rights and
resource requirements within TMWA service area, and to define the water rights
relinquishment process when applicable.

9. Section 110.422.20 is amended to eliminate reference to collection of necessary
administrative fees associated with dedicated water rights.

10. Section 110.422.25 is amended to require design and construction of water delivery
facilities to TMWA standards within those hydrographic basins with TMWA presence,

and an irrevocable offer of dedication of those facilities to TMWA and outside
hydrographic basins with TMWA presence to require developers to petition the Public
Utilities Commission (PUC) for creation of PUC regulated public water system. This
section also declares that Washoe County is not a public water purveyor.

11. Section 110.42235 eliminates reference to Washoe County Ordinance 586 dated
January 10, 1984 as it relates to sewer facilities.

12. Section 110.422.40 eliminates reference to Washoe County Water Resources, and
substitutes Washoe County Community Services Deparfinent.

WCC Section 110.818.35 requires the BCC to affirm, modiff or reject the findings of fact made
by the PC during the BCC's final action (i.e., adoption of the ordinance) of any Development
Code amendment. The BCC may also add any other findings of fact that they deem to be
relevant as part of their final action. The four findings of fact made by the PC during their
recommendation for approval of DCA 14-012 are included within Resolution 15-17
(Attachment A). Those findings of fact, and staff s comments on those findings as contained in
the PC staff report for the September 1,2015 meeting, are included below:

l. Consistency with Master Plan. The proposed Development Code amendment is in
substantial compliance with the policies and action programs of the Washoe County
Master Plan.

Staff comment: The Master Plan will be also amended in the near future to conform
with these proposed Development Code amendments.

2. Promotes the Purpose of the Development Code. The proposed Development Code
amendment will not adversely impact the public health, safety or welfare, and will
promote the original purposes for the Development Code as expressed in Article 918,
Adoption of Development Code.
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Stalf comment: The proposed amendments will substitute TMWA as the water purveyor
in those areas previously served by Washoe County. TMWA has been in the woter
delivery business for many decades and is currently the water purtteyor for the majority
of Washoe County's population. Therefore, there is no impact to the health and safety
or welfare of County residents. Furthermore, in those areas without TMWA presence,
PUC regulated public water systems will provide for the health and safety of County
residents.

3. Response to Changed Conditions. The proposed Development Code amendment
responds to changed conditions or further studies that have occurred since the
Development Code was adopted by the Board of County Commissioners, and the
requested amendment allow for a more desirable utilization of land within the regulatory
zones.

StaIf comment: The amendments address a legislative declaration for local
governments to explore o consolidated water system between Washoe County and
TMWA, which resulted in an inter-local agreement to implement the consolidation of alt
TMWA and Washoe County water systems.

4. No Adverse Affects. The proposed Development Code amendment will not adversely
affect the implementation of the policies and action programs of the Conservation
Element or the Population Element of the Washoe County Master Plan.
Staffcomment: The amendments relate to the substitution ofTMWA as the water
purveyor in areas previously served by Washoe County andfor potential ueation of
PUC regulatedwater systems which collectively do not adversely affect the policies and
action programs of the Conservation or Population Elements of the Washoe County
Master Plan. The Conservation Element of the Master Plan will also be amended in the
near future to better conform to the changes contained in the amendments herein.

T.ISCAL IMPACT

No fiscal impacts are anticipated.

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners introduce and conduct a first
reading of an ordinance amending the Washoe County Code at Chapter 110 @evelopment
Code) within Article 422,llater and Sewer Resource Requirements, arrd,Article i06, Soithrott
Truckee Meadows Specific Plan Impactfees.

It is further recommended that the Board set the public hearing for second reading and possible
adoption of the ordinance for October 27,2015.
